Hiiherto they had been pushing each 


other lengthwise of the bridge; suddenly 
they begun to wheel, and in a moment were 
facing each other crosswise. 
They were 


at right angles with the length of the old 
bridge, which shook nnd creaked, and rock- 
ed again with their tramping and their ter 
rible strife. 
It was the work of a single 


moment, one of the beasts— I could not 
tell which—one of them, however, as if 
conscious of his position, made a violent, a 
desperate plunge forward and pressed his 
antagonist back—back —back — t i l l 
thrjre 


was but another step of the plank behind

moment was one of intense interest to us 
juvenile spectators. 
Never was the am 


phitheatrc of Rome the scene of a more 
exciting combat.

Such a sight I never saw—I probably 


shall never see again. 
Imagine a bull 


pitcLed backwards over a bridge and falling 
at least thirty feet, over and over ! He 
turned once or twice, probably ; I thought 
he turned fifty times, there seemed such a 
confusion of horns and feet revolving, flying 
through the air. 
But down he went; the 


water was deep, and be disappeared, leav- 
ing a whirlpool of foam behind him, and 
making the river undulate far and wide 
wilh the concussion of his ponderous bulk 


The other bull did not laugh—merely 


because bulls, as I supposed, could not.— 
But we laughed and shouted our applause. 
There stood tbo victor, looking directly 
down into the abysa below, into which he 
had hurled -his unlucky foe. 
He 
stood, 


however, but a moment, and then, as if 
frightened at the prospect, he began to snort 
aud step backward. 
Back, back he retrea- 


ted, with his head in the same pugnacious 
attitude as when in combat—back—still 
another stop back—and over he, too, went, 
on the opposite side of the bridge, per- 
formingjust as many ami as ludicrous som- 
ersets as bis adversary had done a minute 
before. 


It was a scene to remember; and the

can engineers, who have made fortunes out 
of it.

"There are thirty three slalions between 


Moscow and St. Petersburg. 
At the most 


of these, the station houses are palaces, are 
built exactly alike, and on a scale of mag- 
nificonee which scorns expense. 
A great 


deal of needless luxury has been wasted 
upon them. 
The brid»ea also are models 


of solidity nnd durability.

cost has all this been accomplished I

road, 100 miles in length, over a level coun- 
try, with very few cuts, embankments, and 
bridges, except between Moscow and Tver 
(about one fourth of tho distance,) has been 
built at an expense of 120,000,000 rubles, 
($90,000,000), or 8225,000 per mile.— 
When one takes into consideration 
the 


cheapness of labor in Russia, the sum be- 
comes still more enormous."

then led her aud came to me. 
We bade 


each other farewell, and stood conversing 
during ihe few momenta that remained to 
us on the wreck. 
We delivered our fare- 


well message, each to the other, ao if either 
were saved our dear friends would know 
they were not forgotten by us in biddin" 
adieu to earth. 
And I will repeat to the 


Christian world some of the testimonies 
that he left behind bim. 
As he looked a- 


round at the hastening flames, and then at 
the distant sail, he said, "If it is God'a will, 
we will be saved—we may he ; I think not. 
He knows what is best. 
Brother, said he, 


my only hope is in the Saviour—how pre- 
cious He is ! Tell my friends, if you aro 
saved, lilie happy! 
Oh, my poor father 


aud mother! write to idem, will you not?" 
Al that moment we heard a fearful shriek 
at our foot, and, on looking down, saw a poor 
ureature screaming wildly, with his licfid 
from a port hole, aud the (lames encircling 
it. "We must soon go," he said; "precious 
brother, farewell; a few moments, and wo 
will meet iu lieaven." 
As we had before 


agreed, wo leaped into the ocean at the saino 
time. That leap parted us. 
He baa gone 


to a higher service, but left me here to plod 
on io this "vale of tears," a little while long- 
er. 


Our email Christian company on the 


quarter deck was composed of six brethren 
and two sisters; and after giving each our 
last earthly embrace and farewell we went 
to the side of the vessel, resolved to cling 
to it as long as possible. 
What a contrast 


between our band and those who knew not 
the preciousneps of having Jesus as their 
best friend! We were sustained in that 
hour by our Saviour's presence. 
Wo wcro 


all composed—not fearing death, though it 
met us in a fearful shape. 
We thought 


not of the merciless ocean beneath, but of 
God and hosyen overhead. 
The calmness 


that reigned in our little circle is another 
instance of the reality of the Christian's 
hope, and the certainty that il will not fail 
when aoedcd. 
There w«a no auch tranquil 


scene aa this among those who had placed 
their truat outside of Christ and his righte- 
ousness.

trained on ihe vessel, were crowded pictures 
of misery that can fill a lifetime's contem- 
plative bourn; but ubove them towering in 
mblime grandeur, the ehnatian heroism of a 
few pious souls.
